which may be knowen of God,zs manifeit (faith Saint Paul) Rom.r.19, 25, 


among them: for God hath openedit vntothem. For his in+ 
wiſible things being underſtood by his workes through the 
creation of the worlde , are ſeene_-: that is, both his eternall 
power and Godhead, ſo that they are without excuſe Then 
how munch more muſt all Chriſtians, to whom the Day- 
ftarre hath in greater brightneſle and meaſure appea- 
red, and the treaſures of Godthe Father in his Sonne 
Chriſt ſu bene opened, acknowledge this his prout- 
dence, and reuerently adore and magnifie that good 
Ged, which to the heape of all other his mercies to- 
wards theim,addeth this blefſing andproteCtion of M/a- 
2iftracie and government, whereby men liue peace- 

ably withall honeſtie in this life? 
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But if euer any Nation, yea if all thenations1n the 
world beſides, haue cauſe with thankefulneſle to ac- 
knowledge this kinde of benefite, ſurely,we the people 
of Enzlandhaue molt iuſt and abundant occafion of all 
others , to performe this duetic vnto God, Firſt, for 
placing ouer vs our molt gratious dread Soueraigne 
Lady ®neene Elizabeth, by whoſe happie gouernment 
wee haue ſo long breathed from the burden of intole- 
rable miſeries of ſcarc/tie, bloodſhed, and ſpirituall box- 
azze,vnder waichatore we lay grouelong,and pitifully 
groned, Then, for preſeruing thele her Realmes and 
Dominions lo long in the true profeſſion of the Go- 
ſpel, and in peace and tranquillitie , notwithſtanding 
theſundrypriuie conſpiracies and open hoſtilities pra- 
ctiſed both inward and outward for the interruption 
of our quiet repole and holy profeflion. Thirdly, for 
protecting ſo long and ſo often her ſacred Royal per- 
ſon from the cruel and bloodie handes of ſuch and ſo. 
many feuerall deteſtable and treacherous Conſpira- 
tors, And likewiſe for the Lords prouident and watch- 
tull cyc ouer herand vs, and for the wonderfull happie 
diicoueries of {o manifold cruel deſignements ſo cloſe-

againſt her Z;z/-reſſe Realmes and domintons. Which 
miſchieuousdeuiles as they haue all lowed from none 
other fountaine. then from that Citie of ſeuen hilles, 
the See of Rowe, and ſent of the Beaſt, notin regard of 
any deſert of ours, but becauſe wee haue abandoned 
the cup of ſpirituall abominations, wherewith theſe 
have long intoxicatedthe Kings of the earth : Sohane 
they bene continually proicftcd, caricd forward, and 
managed by idolatrous Przeites and Teſuztcs his crea- 
tures, the very loathſome Locu#s that crawle out ofthe 


bottojnlefle

bottomleſle pitte, Howbeit they haue bene and are 


mightily ſeconded by certaine Potenrates of the earth, 


who doe nothing els but ſerue themſelues of that ido- 
latrous Rowiiſh religion,as of a Maske and ſtalking horſe, 
therewith to couer the vnſatiable ambition wherewith 
they are poſllefled of viurping other mens ki»2domes. 
Forif we will firſt particularly caſt our eyes vpon the 
variable conſpiracies that haue bene entredinro but 
againſt her Highneſle Realmes: ſhall we not finde that 
treaſon of the two Pooles,of Felton,and of the late Duke 
of Northfolke, of Throzmorton, of Englefield, of Paget, of 
Shelley,and Stanley,and Yorke, and of all the Seminarie 
Prieſtes and Teſuztes, to haue bene tickled vp by Ro- 
miſh buſles and practiſes, and to haue bene caried for- 
ward by their owne grofle dotage vpon that abſurd 
Religion? 

As for thoſe other attempts againſt her domini- 
ons,which haue not ſtaied thejelnes in the bare termes 
of conſpiracie onely, but haue alſo broken furrher into 
open rebellion & holtilitie: they likewiſe haue no lefle 
bene blowen vp by that brood of Maſ/ixz Prieſts being 
vnnaturall ſubjects (tor the moſt parr) of theſe king- 
doms. For was not Moreton a prieſt ſent from the Popes 
owne ſidetoſtirre vÞ the two*Eries and others vnto 
the Northren rebellion ? Did not Sazders ſecond his 
bookiſh treaſons euen with banner diſplayed, and by 
commotion in 7elana? And doeth notthat carzal arch. 
trattor Allen proclaime to the world vato his owne e- 
verlaſting reproch,that he and others excited the king 
of Spaines inuincible Naxe (vainly ſo ſurnamed) by in- 
vaſion to haue conquered his owne native countrey, 
and to have ſwalowed vs all vp ? And thoſe vnnaturall 
and difloyall defeCtions in 1re/avd, which turned eft- 
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 eAn admonition 


ſoones into violent commotions, andin theende braſt 
out into open rebellion , and that cruell bloodſhed 
wherewith that countrey is now fo ſorely atflifted and 
gored, aroſe they not from the irreption of thoſe vn- 
dermining vermine the Priefts & Jeſuztes couertly ſent 
in, firſt alienating the minds of true ſubie&s fromtheir 
Priace,and the faith of ſound profeſſors from religion, 
and then inciting and perſwading them to this open 
hoſtilitie and crucltie ? Yea,and in all thoſe their latter 
hidden,helliſh and damnable deſignes againſt her Ma- 
ieltics owne perſon andlife,ſuch Prieſts haue alſo bene 
the principall ſtirrers and agents vnder their vnholy fa- 
ther. Soerfieldand Arden, werenot they drawen into 
thatactio by 2al/the prieſt?Parry by Cardinal Como, & 
by certaine Englith fugitiue prieſts at M#{{aineand Pa- 
r15,and alſo by Alenstraiterous writings? Babington and 
all the other bloodie conſpirators his complices by 
Ballard the prieit ? So Lopez his late purpoſed empoiſo- 
ning is ſaydto haue bene firſt plotted and ſet forward 
in Spazre by Parſons the Teſuite Frier. And Patrick 0 Cal- 
len, Laton, Kale, Poule IVheele, and ſundry others very 
lately were animated by Holz, Hart,Sherewood and other 
prieſts the deteſtable inſtruments ofthe Biſh,of Rowe, 


and of the king of Spains moſt dithonorable intended 
executions.

Tebuſite (Teſuite I ſhould ſay) both by a blaſphemous

ſeemerh, and withall the hope of eternall merite from 
God,as if with ſuch bloody ſacrifices of Chriſtian prin- 
ces, God were promerited, to vie their owne worde, Ricw.teſta, 
Heb.r 3.16, andin the endarmed with the confection it 
ſelfe from }alpoole to effett it throughly, and adiured 
by receluing the Sacrament, to performe it ſecretly. 
Theſe and many other complots wee ſee how deſpe- 
rately they haue bene attempted,yet(thanked be God) 
are not atchicued: how perillouſly plotted, but are not 
perfected :hoy ſecretly deuifed, yet moſt happily hi- 
therto diſcouered, and this laſt artempt molt ſtrange- 
ly revealed, their owne conſciences,like the M747arzes Tudg,7.22, 
{wordes,mutually disbowelling their owne ſecret con- 
ee ne TI ce Tang. eo ſpiracics. 
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ſpiracies . For /a/poole hauing recetued intelligence 
that Squire bein2 in the Erles compante, had fit oppor- 
tinitie ts execute it,yet the purpoſe noteffeRed; inan 
affrighted mind fearing that Squire had of himſelfe re- 
uealed it,and yet witha miſchieuous deuiſe morediue- 
liſhly to acte ir, addrefled ouer one Szaxly and others, 
rodeteCt the plot and deſignment of Squzre, by which 
maske of Difcouerie an eaſier entrie being made for 
the ſayd S:anly into the Erles affection and companie, 
hee might more ſafely and with lefle ſuſpicion execute 
andeftetrheintended villanie . So rhat it may aptly 
bee verified, thather Maieſtics life hath all this while 
bene ſuſtained /z #2474 altiſſimi, and that vnder the ſha- 
dow ofhis wings (he hath not miſcaried: & that the ſa- 
cred oile wherewith he hath annointed herroyall ma- 
ieſtie,isa ſoueraigne Antidote and preſeruatiue againſt 
all the venemous infections, or empoiſoning confectt- 
ons,whether Romziſh or Spaniſh. 


All which whoſocuer hee bee that will attentiwely 
weigh and conſider, and cannotſeethe very finger of 
God mightily working herein by his prouidence and 
mercy, no doubt hee is inſenſibly blockiſh : who ſeeth 
and willnot acknowledpe it,is wilfully malicious : but 
who acknowledgeth and alſo taſteth of the ſweet bleſ: 
lings that are entoyed thereby,and is not moſt heartily 
thankful ro God therefore, is extremely impious, and 
doethbutaddethis vngratefulneſle vnto the maſle of 
all his other wickednefle, euen vnto his owne greater 
damnation. Lereuery of vs therefore who haue good 
will to $/oz, turne from our wicked wayes, and from 
the euil that is betwixtour hands, and inceſſantly with 
heart andvoyce yeeld moſthumble and heartie thanks
